The prior art does not teach or suggest an inductively coupled power 

transfer pick-up circuit, or the corresponding method, comprising, sensing a 
power requirement of the load, and selectively tuning or detuning the circuit in 
response to the load power requirement by connecting or disconnecting the 
controlled reactive element to or from the circuit in each cycle depending on the 
sensed phase. 

As indicated in applicants' arguments (8/29/1 1 ), the prior art only teaches 
maximizing power transfer to the pick-up circuit by controlling the connection of 
the reactive elements based on phase and frequency only. The connection of 
the reactive elements is not taught to be controlled based on load power 
requirements.
